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Part  I.     Substantive  Provisions 

Regulation  1.     Definitions 

Farm  Labor  Camp  means  any  tract  of  land,  including  all  build- 
ings, tents,  vehicles,  and  other  structures  located  thereon,  any  part 
of  which  contains  sleeping  facilities  made  available  in  connection 
with  the  employment  of  laborers  in  farm  activities  and  which  are 
occupied  or  intended  for  occupancy  by  three  or  more  such  laborers 
or  members  of  their  families  and  for  whom  the  facilities  are  pro- 
vided in  connection  with  the  employment. 

Farm  Activities  means  those  activities  carried  on  in  connection 
with  the  production  or  processing  of  agricultural  or  horticultural 
products  such  as  fitting,  planting,  cultivating,  harvesting,  vining, 
sorting,  grading,  packing,  storing,  canning,  freezing,  dehydrating, 
bottling  and  preserving,  or  treating  by  any  method. 

Drinking  Water  means  water  provided  or  used  for  human  con- 
sumption or  for  culinary  purposes. 

Person  means  every  individual,  partnership,  corporation,  firm, 
association,  or  group,  including  a  city,  town,  county,  or  other  gov- 
ernmental unit  owning  property  or  carrying  on  an  activity  regu- 
lated by  this  article. 

Operator  means  any  person  who  (a)  alone  or  jointly  or  severally 
with  others  owns  a  farm  labor  camp,  or  (b)  has  care,  charge,  or  con- 
trol of  a  farm  labor  camp  as  agent  or  lessee  of  the  owner  or  as  an 
independent  contractor. 

Board  of  Health  means  the  appropriate  and  legally  designated 
health  authority  of  the  city,  town,  or  other  legally  constituted  gov- 
ernmental unit  within  the  Commonwealth  having  the  usual  powers 
and  duties  of  the  board  of  a  city  or  town  or  his  or  its  authorized 
agent  or  representative.  Provided,  that  in  any  case  in  which  a  farm 
labor  camp  extends  into  the  geographic  areas  of  two  or  more  boards 
of  health,  those  boards  may  coordinate  activities  in  effecting  com- 
pliance with  these  minimum  standards. 

Habitation  means  that  portion  inside  a  building  or  other  struc- 
ture which  is  used  for  living,  sleeping,  cooking,  or  eating  purposes. 

Garbage  means  the  animal,  vegetable,  or  other  organic  waste  re- 
sulting from  the  handling,  preparing,  cooking,  or  consumption  of 
food. 

Rubbish  means  combustible  and  noncombustible  waste  material, 
except  garbage,  and  includes  but  is  not  limited  to  such  material  as 
paper,  rags,  cartons,  boxes,  wood,  excelsior,  rubber,  leather,  tree 
branches,  yard  trimmings,  grass  clippings,  tin  cans,  metals,  mineral 
matter,  glass,  crockery,  dust,  and  the  residue  from  the  burning  of 
wood,  coal,  coke,  and  other  combustible  material. 

No  person  shall  operate  a  farm  labor  camp  which  does  not  com- 
ply with  the  following  requirements. 


Regulation  2.     Location,  Grounds 

2.1  No  person  shall  locate  housing  facilities  or  allow  the  use  on 
a  farm  labor  camp  of  any  housing  facilities  unless  they  are  located 

(a)  where  surface  drainage  conditions  create  no  health  or 
safety  hazard; 

(6)  where  approved  sewage  disposal  facilities  can  be  pro- 
vided  (See  Regulation  13); 

(c)  where  traffic  conditions  create  no  undue  safety  hazard; 
and 

{d)  in  buildings  other  than  those  used  to  house  livestock 
or  poultry, 

nor  shall  housing  facilities  be  located  where  any  activity  creates 
such  excessive  noises  as  would  endanger  health. 

2.2  The  operator  shall  maintain  the  portion  of  the  farm  labor 
camp  used  for  housing  facilities  in  a  reasonably  dry  condition. 

Regulation  3.     Housing  Structure  and  Facilities 

3.1  The  operator  shall  not  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any  build- 
ing or  shelter  in  a  farm  labor  camp  as  a  place  of  human  habitation 
unless  it  is  structurally  safe,  adequate  in  size  for  its  use,  easy  to  keep 
clean,  and  has  a  roof  and  sides  which  are  watertight.  (See  also 
Regulation  3.6.) 

3.2  The  operator  shall  not  permit  any  tent  to  be  used  for  hu- 
man habitation  unless  it  has  been  properly  floored.  (See  Regu- 
lation 3.6.)  No  tent  may  be  used  as  a  place  for  sleeping  except 
with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  health.  No  such  approval  shall 
be  granted  unless  the  board  determines  that  no  health  or  safety 
hazard  exists.  The  determination  shall  include  but  need  not  be 
limited  to  the  number  of  people  involved,  the  length  of  time  they 
are  expected  to  remain,  and  the  weather  and  environmental  sani- 
tation conditions  in  the  area. 

3.3  The  operator  shall  provide  for  each  room  used  for  human 
habitation 

(a)  transparent  or  translucent  glass  or  other  equivalent  ma- 
terial which  admits  light  from  the  outdoors  and  which 
is  equal  in  area  to  no  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  floor 
area  of  that  room,  and 

(fo)  windows,  doors  skylights,  or  transoms  in  the  exterior 
walls  or  roofs  that  can  be  easily  opened  to  a  minimum 
of  4  per  cent  of  the  floor  area  of  that  room;  provided, 
that  a  skylight  which  if  open  exposes  the  interior  of  the 
dwelling  to  direct  rainfall  shall  not  qualify. 

3.4  The  operator  shall  provide  the  exterior  openings  in  every 
building  of  the  farm  labor  camp  used  for  human  habitation  with 
screens  containing  not  less  than  16  meshes  per  inch.  All  screen 
doors  shall  be  equipped  with  a  self-closing  device. 


5.5  The  operator  shall  cause  the  electric  current  to  be  turned 
on,  (see  Regulation  17)  and  shall  provide  at  least  one  electric  light 
fixture  in  each  room  used  for  sleeping,  in  each  kitchen,  dining- 
room,  mess  hall,  and  toilet  room,  and,  in  addition,  at  least  one 
Wall-type  convenience  outlet  in  two  of  those  places.  He  shall  pro- 
vide and  so  locate  electric  light  fixtures  that  illumination  will  be 
available  for  the  safe  and  reasonable  use  of  every  hallway  and  main 
entrance  of  every  house  used  for  human  habitation.  The  operator 
shall  also  supply  the  bulbs  necessary  for  illumination.  No  less  than 
one  40-watt  bulb  per  100  square  feet  of  the  floor  area  in  rooms 
used  for  sleeping,  and  in  kitchens,  dining  rooms,  mess  halls,  and 
toilet  rooms,  will  satisfy  the  requirements  of  this  regulation;  pro- 
vided, that  if  a  source  of  electricity  is  not  available  from  power 
lines  within  600  feet,  the  operator  shall  provide  safety  lanterns  in 
such  numbers  as  the  board  of  health  determines  will  meet  the 
reasonable  safety  needs  of  the  farm  labor  camp. 

3.6  The  operator  shall  maintain  the  floors  in  all  buildings  used 
for  human  habitation  tight,  smooth,  and  free  from  chronic  damp- 
ness. Except  if  a  cellar  exists,  wooden  floors  in  buildings  used  for 
human  habitation  shall  be  elevated  no  less  than  12  inches  above 
ground  level.  The  operator  shall  keep  that  space  clean  and  free 
from  every  obstruction.  It  is  recommended  that,  with  respect  to 
the  construction  of  new  housing  facilities,  wooden  floors  be  no  less 
than  18  inches  above  ground  level. 

3.7  The  operator  shall  provide  in  each  building  used  for  human 
habitation  at  least  two  exits  from  each  floor  on  which  there  exist 
sleeping  or  eating  quarters;  promided,  that  an  easily  openable  win- 
dow which,  when  open,  is  no  less  than  28  inches  in  width  and  32 
inches  in  height,  or  equivalent-sized  openings  in  the  exterior  walls 
of  any  floor  shall  satisfy  the  requirement  for  one  exit  on  that  floor 
if  the  lower  edge  of  the  opening  is  not  more  than  14  feet  above  the 
ground  beneath,  nor  more  than  3  feet  above  the  interior  floor  level. 
Screens  of  such  window  exits  shall  at  all  times  be  easily  openable 
from  the  inside. 

Regulation  4.     Sleeping;  Facilities  and  Area 

4.1  The  operator  shall  furnish  a  separate  bed  for  each  person; 
provided,  that  a  double  bed  shall  satisfy  this  requirement  with  re- 
spect to  any  married  couple  who  have  requested  one.  Beds  shall  be 
set  no  less  than  3  feet  apart  if  single-decked,  and  41/9  feet  apart  if 
double-decked.     Triple-decked  bunks  are  not  recommended. 

4.2  The  operator  shall  not  permit  the  use  of  any  bed  if  the  ceil- 
ing height  is  less  than  27  inches  above  its  sleeping  surface,  or  the 
floor  surface  is  less  than  12  inches  below  the  sleeping  surface. 

4.3  The  operator  shall  so  arrange  sleeping  facilities  that  no  less 
than  300  cubic  feet  of  free  air  space  is  available  for  each  person. 

4.4  No  sleeping  shall  be  permitted  in  kitchens  or  rooms  used 
for  eating. 


4.5  The  operator  shall  house  males  and  females  in  separate 
buildings  or  in  areas  of  the  same  building  so  partitioned  as  to  re- 
quire separate  entrances;  provided,  that  members  of  any  family  may 
be  housed  in  the  same  building  if  they  are  furnished  sleeping  quar- 
ters which  are  separated  from  the  sleeping  quarters  of  other  fami- 
lies. 

7.(5  The  operator  shall  provide  lockers  or  storage  space  capable 
of  storing  the  reasonably  expected  amount  of  personal  effects  of 
each  person  accommodated  at  the  farm  labor  camp. 

Regulation  5.     Bedding  Equipment  and  Maintenance 

5.1  The  operator  shall  provide  for  each  person  accommodated 
at  a  farm  labor  camp  at  least  one  mattress,  pillow,  sheet,  blanket, 
and  towel.  He  shall  maintain  in  good  condition  every  bed,  bench, 
cot,  and  bed  or  bench  spring.  He  shall  maintain  in  a  clean  and 
sanitary  condition  every  sheet,  pillowcase,  blanket  or  other  bed 
cover,  and  mattress  bag  which  he  provides. 

5.2  In  order  to  comply  with  the  maintenance  requirements  of 
this  regulation,  sheets,  towels,  and  pillowcases  shall  be  laundered 
at  least  once  a  week.  Blankets  or  other  bed  covering  shall  be 
washed  or  otherwise  cleaned  at  least  every  three  months.  Mattress 
bags  shall  be  washed  and  the  filling  changed  at  least  once  every 
six  months. 

5.3  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  regulation,  the 
operator  shall  not  make  any  item  leferred  to  in  Regulation  5.2 
available  to  any  person  without  first  having  caused  it  to  be  washed 
or  otherwise  cleaned. 

Regulation  6.     Eating  Areas  and  Facilities 

6.1  The  operator  shall  not  permit  any  room  to  be  used  as  a 
kitchen  or  dining  area  which  is  not  separated  from  sleeping  quai^- 
ters  and  toilet  rooms. 

6.2  The  operator  shall  so  construct  the  walls,  floors,  and  ceilings 
of  kitchens  and  rooms  used  for  eating  that  they  may  be  easily 
cleaned,  and  he  shall  keep  them  clean  and  maintain  them  in  good 
repair.  He  shall  paint  or  paper  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  those 
rooms  in  a  light  color. 

6.3  The  operator  shall  provide  equipment  adequate  for  the 
reasonable  use  of  every  kitchen  and  dining  room,  and  he  shall  keep 
it  in  good  working  order. 

6.4  The  operator  shall  provide  adequate  refrigeration  facilities. 
He  shall  maintain  all  refrigerators  and  icechests  in  good  working 
order,  and  maintain  the  refrigeration  temperature  below  50  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

6.5  The  operator  shall  provide  storage  space  for  food.  The 
space  shall  be  ample  in  size  for  the  use  of  the  number  of  persons 
accommodated,  and  shall   be  ventilated  and   vermin-proof.       (See 


Regulation  9.)    No  person  shall  store  food  less  than  18  inches  above 
the  floor. 

6.6  Every  dish,  glass,  or  other  utensil  used  in  the  handling,  pre- 
paring, cooking,  or  consumption  of  food  or  drink  shall  be  of  non- 
tarnishable  material,  and  maintained  in  good  condition.  Cracked 
or  chipped  dishes,  glassware,  or  other  utensils  will  not  be  considered 
in  good  condition. 

(5.7  The  operator  shall  provide  facilities  for  washing,  disinfect- 
ing, and  storing  dishes  consistent  with  the  reasonably  anticipated 
need.  When  the  dishwashing  facility  is  to  be  used  by  other  than 
a  single  family  group,  it  is  recommended  that  the  operator  provide 
a  two-compartment  sink.  Every  glass,  cup,  knife,  fork,  spoon,  and 
dish  shall  be  washed  thoroughly  after  each  use  with  a  suitable  de- 
tergent and  hot  water  and  then  immersed  in  water  at  a  temperature 
of  not  less  than  180  degrees  Fahrenheit.  Every  other  utensil  used 
in  the  handling,  preparing,  or  consumption  of  food  and  drink 
should  be  cleaned  immediately  after  each  use. 

6.8  The  operator  shall  provide  a  place  for  the  storage  of  eating 
and  cooking  utensils  which  will  afford  protection  against  flies,  ver- 
min, and  dust. 

6.9  The  operator  shall  provide  as  many  stoves  and  work  tables 
as  are  necessary  to  meet  the  reasonably  anticipated  need  of  the  per- 
sons accommodated.  The  recommended  ratio  is  one  for  each  ten 
people  or  two  families. 

6.10  The  operator  shall  cause  the  top  of  each  dining  table  and 
counter  to  be  of  a  solid,  nonabsorbent  material  which  can  be  easily 
cleaned. 

Regulation  7.     Food;  Handling,  Storage^  Quality 

T .1  Whenever  milk,  cream,  food,  or  meals  are  furnished  or  of- 
fered for  sale  in  a  farm  labor  camp,  the  operator  shall  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  sanitary  storage,  handling,  and  protection 
of  food  and  milk  supplies  until  served  or  used.  All  meats  shall  be 
from  an  inspected  source. 

1.2  The  operator  should  inform  every  person  who  handles  food 
or  drink  to  wash  his  hands  with  soap  and  water  immediately  after 
each  use  of  the  toilet  or  urinal. 

7.5  Every  cook  and  every  other  person  who  aids  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  any  meal  at  a  mess  hall  or  other  community  feeding  facility 
at  a  farm  labor  camp  shall  wash  his  hands  thoroughly  with  soap 
and  water  before  beginning  to  prepare  each  meal. 

Regulation  8.     Disease  Carriers 

8.1  The  operator  shall  not  hire  any  person  known  to  possess  an 
active  communicable  disease,  nor  should  he  allow  any  person  to 
handle  food  who  is  not  in  apparent  good  health,  free  from  open 
sores  and  lesions.    He  should  refer  all  persons  known  or  suspected 
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of  possessing  a  communicable  disease  to  a  physician  or  board  of 
health. 

Regulation  9.     Pest  Extermination 

9.1  The  operator  of  every  farm  labor  camp  shall  maintain  every 
building  used  or  intended  for  human  habitation  free  from  insects, 
rodents,  and  other  pests. 

9.2  The  operator  of  every  faim  labor  camp  shall,  prior  to 
seasonal  occupancy,  make  every  building  used  or  intended  for  hu- 
man occupancy  free  from  vermin  by  the  necessary  application  of 
an  approved  insecticide  or  rodenticide. 

Regulation  10.     Water  Supply 

10.1  The  operator  shall  supply  at  least  35  gallons  of  water  per 
person  per  day  for  every  person  accommodated  at  the  farm  labor 
camp.  He  shall  provide  storage  so  that  at  least  20  per  cent  of  the 
required  total  daily  volume  is  available  for  use  during  any  one-hour 
period. 

10.2  Drinking  water  shall  be  piped  in  accordance  with  acceptable 
plumbing  standards  from  a  public  water  supply,  or  from  any  other 
source  approved  in  writing  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

10.3  The  operator  shall  install  all  pipes  and  pumps  delivering 
drinking  water  in  accordance  with  acceptable  plumbing  standards, 
and  he  shall  maintain  them  in  good  working  order. 

10.4  No  person  shall  use  water  from  any  source  not  approved  in 
accordance  with  Regulation  10.2  except  for  toilet  flushing  or  laun- 
dry purposes.  The  taps  of  all  such  sources  shall  be  posted  against 
drinking. 

10.5  No  physical  connection  shall  exist  between  any  pipe  carry- 
ing drinking  water  and  any  pipe  carrying  water  not  of  a  drinking 
water  quality.  No  physical  connection  shall  exist  between  a  public 
water  supply  system  and  any  other  water  supply  system  without  the 
approval  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health. 

10.6  The  board  of  health  shall  cause  samples  of  drinking  water 
from  private  sources  to  be  taken,  and  shall  cause  analyses  of  the 
samples  to  be  made  to  determine  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the 
water.  Such  samples  and  analyses  shall  be  made  at  least  once  prior 
to  seasonal  occupancy,  and  at  such  other  reasonable  times  as  the 
board  of  health  considers  appropriate. 

10.7  The  operator  shall  not  make  available  nor  permit  the  use 
of  any  common  drinking  utensil.  Every  drinking  fountain  he  sup- 
plies shall  be  of  approved  sanitary  design  and  construction. 

10.8  The  operator  shall  make  drinking  water  in  covered  con- 
tainers readily  available  to  both  shed  and  field  workers.  Water 
containers  shall  be  disinfected  at  the  start  of  each  season  and  when- 
ever else  necessary,  and  shall  be  maintained  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 


condition.     The  filling  hole  plug  shall  be  kept  securely  in  place 
except  during  filling  time. 

10.9  No  overhead  hose  used  to  fill  a  water  barrel  shall  be  long 
enough  to  come  in  contact  with  the  ground  surface.  The  hoses 
shall  be  provided  with  controls  preventing  their  entering  more 
than  4  inches  into  the  water  barrel. 

Regulation  11.     Washing,  Bathing,  and  Laundry  Facilities 

11.1  The  operator  shall  provide  at  least  one  wash  basin  in  good 
working  order  for  no  more  than  every  twelve  people.  He  shall 
provide  soap  at  each  wash  basin.  It  is  recommended  that  he  so 
locate  the  wash  basins  as  to  facilitate  compliance  with  the  hand- 
washing requirements  of  these  regulations  (see  Regulation  7)  as 
well  as  encourage  good  general  hygienic  practice. 

11.2  The  operator  shall  provide  separate  for  each  sex  at  least 
the  following  bathing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  or  tempered 
water: 

(a)  one  shower  or  bathtub  for  the  first  twelve  people; 
(ft)  an  additional  shower  or  bathtub  for  each  fifteen  addi- 
tional people. 
Each  bathing  facility  shall  be  so  located  as  to  provide  privacy 
for  its  users,  and  the  operator  shall  maintain  each  facility  in  good 
working  order. 

11.3  The  operator  shall  cause  every  shower-room  floor  to  be 
washed  daily  with  a  suitable  detergent  and  hot  water.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  a  chlorine  solution  having  a  strength  of  not  less  than 
5  per  cent  available  chlorine  be  used  as  an  additional  safeguard. 

11.4  The  operator  shall  not  permit  the  use  of  duckboards  in  a 
shower-room. 

11.5  The  operator  shall  provide  for  the  ventilation  of  each 
shower-room  and  bathroom  to  the  outdoors,  and  shall  screen  each 
Avindow  or  other  exterior  opening  with  screens  containing  not  less 
than  16  meshes  per  inch. 

11.6  Use  of  common  towels  shall  not  be  permitted. 

11.7  The  operator  shall  provide  and  shall  maintain  in  good 
working  order  no  less  than  one  laundry  tub  or  washing  machine 
for  each  twenty  people;  provided,  that  if  only  men  are  accommo- 
dated, one  laundry  tub  or  washing  machine  for  each  twenty-five 
shall  satisfy  the  requirements  of  this  regulation. 

11.8  The  operator  shall  provide  adequate  clothes-drying  facilities. 

Regulation  12.     Toilets,  Privies 

12.1  The  operator  shall  provide  toilet  facilities  adequate  for  the 
capacity  of  the  farm  labor  camp.  (See  Regulation  12.5.)  He  shall 
so  locate  the  toilets  that  they  are  no  more  than  200  feet  from  the 
door  of  the  sleeping  room  of  those  people  who  are  expected  to  use 
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them.  The  operator  shall  maintain  the  toilet  facilities  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition,  and  he  shall  provide  an  adequate  supply 
ot  toilet  paper.  The  operator  shall  provide  for  the  ventilation  of 
each  toilet  room  to  the  outdoors  and  shall  screen  each  window  or 
other  exterior  opening  with  screens  containing  no  less  than  16 
meshes  per  inch. 

12.2  The  operator  shall  provide  separate  toilet  facilities  for  each 
sex  except  those  to  be  used  by  not  more  than  two  family  groups. 
Each  facility  shall  be  clearly  marked  for  the  intended  sex  in  English 
and  in  the  native  language  of  the  expected  users. 

12.3  The  operator  shall  so  locate  toilet  facilities  that  they  are 
accessible  to  every  person  without  having  to  pass  through  any  sleep- 
ing room  other  than  the  one  or  ones  occupied  by  the  person  or 
his  family. 

12.4  No  privy  or  chemical  toilet  may  be  constructed  or  continued 
in  use  beyond  the  effective  date  of  this  article  without  permission 
of  the  board  of  health.  The  board  may  permit  the  construction  or 
continued  use  of  any  privy  or  chemical  toilet  which  is  so  located 
and  constructed  that  it 

(a)  will  not  by  leakage  or  seepage  be  a  source  of  pollution 
of  a  water  supply,  surface  water,  or  the  adjacent  ground 
surface; 

{b)  will  not  permit  access  of  flies  to  the  privy  vault;  and 

(c)    will  not  create  unduly  offensive  odors. 

12.5  The  operator  shall  provide  at  least  the  following  toilet  and 
privy  facilities,  separate  for  each  sex: 

For  each  ten  women,  at  least  one  toilet  or  privy  seat. 

For  each  twenty  men,  at  least  (a)  one  toilet  or  privy  seat,  and 
(&)  at  least  one  urinal  or  3  lineal  feet  of  urinal  trough;  provided, 
that  in  determining  the  number  of  facilities  required,  those  family 
groups  which  have  separate  toilet  facilities  (see  Regulation  12.2) 
shall  not  be  counted. 

Regulation  13.     Sewage  Disposal 

13.1  The  operator  shall  provide  a  sanitary  drainage  system  con- 
nected to  the  public  sewerage  system;  provided,  that  if  because  of 
distance  or  ground  conditions  connection  to  a  public  sewerage  sys- 
tem is  not  practicable,  the  board  of  health  may  approve  any  other 
means  of  subsurface  disposal  of  sewage  which  it  determines  will 
not  endanger  the  health  of  any  person. 

Regulation  14.     Garbage 

14.1  The  operator  shall  provide  as  many  receptacles  for  the  stor- 
age of  garbage  and  rubbish  as  are  sufficient  to  contain  the  accumu- 
lation before  final  collection  or  ultiinate  disposal,  and  shall  so  lo- 
cate them  that  no  objectionable  odors  enter  any  dwelling  place.

14.2  Garbage  shall  be  stored  in  watertight  receptacles  of  metal 
or  other  durable  material  with  tight-fitting  covers.  Rubbish  shall 
be  stored  in  receptacles  of  metal  or  other  durable  material. 

143  The  operator  shall  make  provision  for  the  ultimate  disposal 
of  garbage  and  rubbish  no  less  often  than  every  two  days.  Disposal 
may  be  by  sanitary  burial  no  less  than  100  feet  from  every  kitchen 
or  water  supply,  or  by  any  other  means  which  would  not  endanger 
the  health  of  any  person  or  cause  an  undue  annoyance. 

14.4  The  operator  shall  cause  each  garbage  can  to  be  rinsed  each 
time  it  is  emptied. 

Regulation  15.    Heating  Facilities 

15.1  The  operator  of  every  farm  labor  camp  shall  provide  heat- 
ing facilities  and  shall  also  supply  heat  in  every  room  used  for  hu- 
man habitation  to  a  temperature  of  at  least  70  degrees  Fahrenheit; 
provided,  that  the  requirement  for  heating  facilities  and  heat  shall 
apply  only  during  those  times  of  the  year  and  of  the  day  as  con- 
fornis  with  local  practice. 

15.2  Space  heaters  and  water  heaters,  except  electrical  ones,  shall 
be  properly  vented  to  a  chimney  or  duct  leading  to  the  outdoors. 
Kerosene  space  heaters  are  prohibited. 

Regulation  16.     Safety:  Fire  Prevention 

16.1  The  operator  of  every  farm  labor  camp  shall  provide  a  stan- 
dard 24-unit  first-aid  kit  or  equivalent,  which  he  shall  keep  stocked 
and  make  available  for  the  emergency  treatment  of  any  person  in 
the  farm  labor  camp. 

16.2  The  operator  should  care  for  or  place  the  first-aid  equip- 
ment in  the  care  and  charge  of  a  responsible  person  and  should 
make  provision  for  the  ready  use  of  that  equipment  at  all  times. 

16.3  The  farm  labor  camp  shall  be  maintained  in  accordance 
with  local  requirements  relative  to  fire  prevention.  It  is  recommen- 
ded that  the  operator  of  each  farm  labor  camp  ascertain  from  the 
local  fire  prevention  unit  what  facilities  and  equipment  he  should 
have  available  on  the  farm  labor  camp.  He  should  also  inform  the 
farm  laborers  of  possible  fire  hazards  and  the  measures  they  should 
take  in  case  of  fire. 

Regui  ation  17.     Curtailment  of  Utilities  or  Services 

17.1  No  person  shall  cause  the  water,  electricity,  or  other  utility, 
service,  facility,  or  equipment  which  is  required  to  be  made  avail- 
able under  these  minimum  standards  to  be  shut  off  or  removed  from 
any  occupied  structure  except  for  such  temporary  period  as  may 
be  necessary  during  actual  repairs  or  alterations  or  during  tempo- 
rary emergencies  when  curtailment  of  service  is  approved  by  the 
board  of  health. 
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Regulation  21.     Applicability  of  Other  Articles 

21.1  The  minimum  standards  of  fitness  for  human  habitation 
required  in  Article  II  of  this  code  shall  not  be  applicable  to  any 
structure  which  is  required  to  conform  to  the  standards  of  habita- 
tion contained  in  this  article.  Nothing  in  this  regulation  shall,  how- 
ever, affect  the  authority  of  the  board  of  health  with  respect  to  the 
administration  and  enforcement  provisions  of  Article  II. 

Part  II.     Administration  and  Enforcement 

Regulation  31.     General  Administration 

31.1  The  provisions  of  Article  I  of  this  code  shall  govern  the  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  these  minimum  standards  except 
as  supplemented  by  the  following  regulations. 

Regulation  32.     Board  of  Health  Register 

.  J2.1  In  order  to  facilitate  broad  publication  of  these  minimum 
standards  so  that  they  may  serve  an  educational  function  as  well  as 
to  encourage  compliance,  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  inspection 
or  survey  authorized  in  Regulation  3  of  Article  I  of  this  code,  each 
board  of  health  is  requested  to  distribute  a  copy  of  these  minimum 
standards  to  the  operator  of  each  farm  labor  camp  in  its  area  and 
to  maintain  a  register  of  those  operators.  The  register,  to  be  main- 
tained in  any  manner  the  board  of  health  finds  most  convenient, 
should  be  reviewed  annually  and  be  kept  up  to  date.  A  history  of 
inspections  of  each  farm  labor  camp  might  also  be  included. 

Regulation  33.     Orders;  Service  and  Content 

3?.l  If  an  examination  as  provided  for  in  Regulation  3  of  Arti- 
cle I  of  this  code  reveals  that  a  farm  labor  camp  does  not  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  board  of  health  may  order  the 
owner  or  occupant,  as  appropriate, 

(a)  to  clean  the  premises;  or 

(b)  otherwise  to  comply  with  the  violated  provisions  of  this 
article. 

33.2  If  an  examination  as  provided  for  in  Regulation  3  of  Arti- 
cle I  of  this  code  reveals  that  a  building  used  for  human  habitation 
so  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  article  as  to  endanger 
or  materially  impair  the  health  or  well-being  of  the  occupants  or  the 
public,  the  board  of  health  may  order  the  dwelling  condemned  and 
vacated  if  occupied. 

33.3  Every  order  authorized  by  this  article  shall  be  in  writing.  Or- 
ders issued  under  the  provisions  of  Regulation  33.1. shall  be  served 
on  the  persons  responsible  for  the  violated  regulations.  Orders  is- 
sued under  the  provisions  of  Regulation  33.2  shall  be  served  on  the

operator  or  his  authorized  agent.  All  orders  shall  be  sei'ved  on  the 
designated  person 

(a)  personally,  by  any  person  authorized  to  serve  civil  pro- 
cess; or  , 

(b)  by  leaving  a  copy  of  the  order  at  his  last  and  usual  place 
of  abode;  or 

(c)  by  sending  him  a  copy  of  the  order  by  registered  or  cer- 
tified mail,  return  receipt  requested,  if  he  is  within  the 
Commonwealth;  or 

(d)  if  his  last  and  usual  place  of  abode  is  unknown  or  out- 
side the  Commonwealth,  by  posting  a  copy  of  the  order 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  or  about  the  dwelling  or  por- 
tion thereof  affected. 

33.4  Subject  to  the  emergency  provision  of  Regulation  5  of  Arti- 
cle I  of  this  code,  any  order  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  arti- 
cle shall 

(a)  include  a  statement  of  the  violation  or  defect,  and  may 
suggest  action  which  if  taken  will  effect  compliance  with 
this  code; 

(b)  allot  a  reasonable  time  for  any  action  it  requires;  and 

(c)  inform  the  person  to  whom  it  is  directed  of  his  right  to 
a  hearing,  and  of  his  reponsibility  to  request  the  hear- 
ing, and  to  whom  the  request  shall  be  made. 

Regulation  34.     Hearing 

34.1  The  person  or  persons  to  whom  any  order  served  pursuant 
to  Regulation  33  of  this  article  has  been  directed  may  request  a 
hearing  before  the  board  of  health  by  filing  within  seven  days  after 
the  day  the  order  was  served  in  the  office  of  the  board  of  health  a 
u'ritten  petition  requesting  a  hearing  on  the  matter.  Upon  receipt 
of  such  petition  the  board  of  health  shall  set  a  time  and  a  place  for 
such  hearing  and  shall  inform  the  petitioner  thereof  in  writing. 
The  hearing  shall  be  commenced  not  later  than  ten  days  after  the 
day  on  which  the  petition  was  filed;  provided,  that  upon  applica- 
tion of  the  petitioner  the  board  of  health  may  postpone  the  date 
of  the  hearing  for  a  reasonable  time  beyond  such  ten-day  period  if 
in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  heaUh  the  petitioner  has  sub- 
mitted a  good  and  sufficient  reason  for  such  postponement. 

34.2  At  the  hearing  the  petitioner  shall  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  and  to  show  why  the  order  should  be  modified  or  with- 
drawn. Where  appropriate,  a  consolidated  hearing  may  be  held. 

34.3  After  the  hearing,  the  board  of  health  shall  sustain,  modify, 
or  withdraw  the  order,  and  shall  inform  the  petitioner  in  writing 
of  its  decision.  If  the  board  of  health  sustains  or  modifies  the  order, 
it  shall  be  carried  out  within  the  time  period  allotted  in  the  orig- 
inal order  or  in  the  modification. 

34.4  Every  notice,  order,  and  other  record  prepared  by  the  board 
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of  health  in  connection  with  the  hearing  shall  be  entered  as  a  mat- 
ter of  public  record  in  the  office  of  the  board  of  health. 

34.5  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  board  of  health 
may  seek  relief  therefrom  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
as  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

34.6  If  a  written  petition  for  a  hearing  is  not  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  board  of  health  within  seven  days  after  an  order  as  provided 
in  Regulation  3,8  has  been  issued,  or  if  after  a  hearing  the  order  has 
been  sustained  in  any  part,  each  day's  failure  to  comply  with  the 
order  as  issued  or  modified  shall  constitute  an  additional  offense. 

(See  Regulation  ,S7.) 

Reculation  35.     Placarding  of  Condemned  Dwellings;   Remov- 
al OF  Occupants. 

35.1  If  a  written  petition  for  a  hearing  is  not  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  board  of  health  within  seven  days  after  an  order  of  condem- 
nation of  any  dwelling  or  portion  thereof  has  been  issued,  or  if  af- 
ter a  hearing  the  order  of  condemnation  of  a  dwelling  or  portion 
thereof  has  been  sustained  in  any  part,  the  dwelling  or  portion 
thereof  so  affected  by  the  order  as  issued  or  as  so  sustained  may  be 
placarded  by  the  board  of  health. 

55.2  No  dwelling  or  portion  thereof  which  has  been  condemned 
and  placarded  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  shall  again  be  used  for 
human  habitation  until  written  approval  is  secured  from,  and  such 
placard  is  removed  by,  the  board  of  health.  No  person  shall  deface 
or  remove  the  placard,  except  that  the  board  of  health  shall  remove 
it  whenever  the  defect  or  defects  upon  which  the  condemnation  and 
placarding  action  were  based  have  been  eliminated. 

35.3  If  any  person  refuses  to  leave  a  dwelling  or  portion  thereof 
which  has  been  ordered  condemned  and  has  been  placarded  in  ac- 
cordance with  Regulations  33  through  35,  he  may  be  forcibly  re- 
moved by  the  board  of  health,  or  by  local  police  authorities  on  re- 
quest of  the  board  of  health. 

Regulation  36.     Cleaning  or  Repairing  by  the  Board  of  Health; 
Expenses 

36.1  If  a  failure  to  comply  with  an  order  requiring  that  any  struc- 
ture used  for  human  habitation  or  its  premises  be  properly  cleaned 
or  repaired  results  in  a  condition  which  endangers  or  materially 
impairs  the  health  or  well-being  of  the  occupant  or  the  public,  the 
board  of  health  may  cause  such  proper  cleaning  or  repair  and 
charge  the  responsible  person  or  persons  as  hereinbefore  provided 
with  any  and  all  expenses  incurred.  Any  such  charges  by  the  board 
of  health  shall  not  absolve  the  responsible  person  or  persons  from 
any  penalty  warranted  by  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  order. 

36.2  The  board  of  health  may  also  act  in  an  emergency  under  the 
provisions  of  Regulation  5  of  Article  I  of  this  code  to  clean  or  re- 
pair any  structure  which  so  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
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this  article  as  to  endanger  or  materially  impair  the  health  or  well- 
being  of  the  occupant  or  the  public,  and  to  charge  the  responsible 
person  or  persons  with  any  and  all  exjienses  incurred. 

Regulation  37.     Penalties 

37.1  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  these  regula- 
tions shall  upon  conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars. 

37.2  Any  person  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  order  issued 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  upon  conviction  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  Each  day's  fail- 
ure to  comply  with  an  order  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

(See  Regulation  34.6.) 

Regulation  38.     Variance 

3S.1  The  board  of  health  may  vary  the  application  of  any  provi- 
sion of  this  article  with  respect  to  any  particular  case  when,  in  its 
opinion,  the  enforcement  thereof  would  do  manifest  injustice;  pro- 
vided, that  the  decision  of  the  board  of  health  shall  not  conflict 
with  the  spirit  of  these  minimum  standards.  Any  variance  granted 
by  the  board  of  health  shall  be  in  writing.  A  copy  of  any  such  var- 
iance shall,  while  it  is  in  effect,  be  available  to  the  public  at  all  rea- 
sonable hours  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town,  or  in  the 
office  of  the  board  of  health,  and  notice  of  the  grant  of  variance 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Regulation  39.     Variance,  Grant  of  Special  Permission;  Expira- 
tion, Modification,  Suspension  of 

39.1  Any  variance  or  other  modification  authorized  to  be  made 
by  this  article  may  be  subject  to  such  qualification,  revocation,  sus- 
pension, or  expiration  as  the  board  of  health  expresses  in  its  grant. 
A  variance  or  other  modification  authorized  to  be  made  by  this  ar- 
ticle may  otherwise  be  revoked,  modified,  or  suspended,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  only  after  the  holder  thereof  has  been  notified  in  writing 
and  has  been  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  for  an  order  and  hearing  of  Regulations  33  and 
34   of  this  article. 
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
